JAPAN APPEALS TO 
UNITED STATES -FOR 
MORE SCRAP IRON

Washington, May 9. 


Japan today appealed to the United States to 
permit it to buy and ship more heavy melting 
scrap iron and steel from the US. 


‘The charge d’affaires, Takezo Shimoda, told 
representatives of the State and Commerce De- 
partments that Japan’s industrial progress would 
be slowed unless the United States loosened pre- 
gent restrictions on shipments of scrap to his 


country.
